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Varsity Prospects 


Coach Len Casanova's second University of Oregon football 
squad will go into the 1952 season plagued by many perplexing 
and perhaps insoluable problems, but paradoxically the grid 
outlook for the Ducks is generally brighter than last year. 

The Webfoot coaching staff is faced with an acute shortage 
of the experienced personnel necessary to field two platoons, 
must rebuld an interior line all but wiped out by the loss of 
14 lettermen, and depend greatly on rookie running backs. 

The Ducks do, however, appear to have improved team 
speed, a potent passing attack, better organization and know- 
ledge of the system as the result of a full season and spring prac- 
tice under the present staff (Coach Casanova came to Oregon 
in 1951 only six weeks prior to fall practice). 

The club will be built around 19 lettermen, but only a dozen 
of these veterans played more than 100 minutes last season. 
Another dozen sophomores will move up from the 1951 jun- 
ior varsity and at least half of them are counted on to help. 

The Duck line, with only two regulars (Monte Brethauer, le; 
Emmette Williams, rg), playing the same positions as a year 
ago, may get much-needed help from three transfers. 

Thee Ducks also hope to avoid a recurrence of the wave of 
injuries which crippled them through the middle six games of 
last year. In the final two games of the 1951 season, California

(26-28), and Oregon State (7-14), Oregon showed definite signs . 


of promise and if that trend continues the Duck may move up 
a notch or two in the coming Pacific Coast Conference race. 


LOSSES: Twenty-one 1951 lettermen are not back this sea- 
son. Heaviest losses took place in the interior line where 14 
veterans are missing (Bill Bates, Co-Capt. Mike Sikora, Earl 
Halt and Jerry Shaw—tackles; Gerry Moshofsky, Don Mc- 
Cauley, John Reed, Harry Mondale, Pat Curtis, Howard All- 
man, Ted Cash and Lou Kollias—guards; and Co-Capt. Dick 
Patrick and Charlie May—center). Two regulars, Bob Ash- 
worth at right half and LeRoy Campbell at right end, were 
called by the army. In the backfield Tommy Edwards, a regular 
at left half and defensive halfbacks Ray Karnofski and Dennis 


Sullivan have been graduated. 


OFFENSE: Passing will once again be Oregon’s main of- 
fensive threat. Hal Dunham, George Shaw and Barney Holland 
give the Ducks talented depth and experience at quarterback. 
Also, Shaw will undoubtedly play part-time at left half to get 
two passers in the backfield at one time. The receiving is im- 
proved with the addition of Ron Lyman, a converted full- 
back, Emery Barnes, who missed the 1951 season, and several 
sophomore backs who have demonstrated they are better than 
average targets. Last season the Ducks set a new PCC record 
for passes attempted and in the individual conference statistics 
Dunham ranked second with 89 completions. 


The running backs should be improved, although more 
than half of them are sophomores. Tom Novikoff and Cece 
Hodges at fullback, Don Sloan at right half and Ted Ander- 
son at left half are old hands, but much depends on the per- 
formance of six sophomore ex-junior varsity men. Lloyd Powell 
and Merritt Barber move up at left half, Tom Elliott, Farrell 
Albright and Manning Barber (Merrit's twin), will give 
Sloan a tough battle at right half and Dean. Van Leuven is 
promising at fullbaek. 


Varsity Prospects 


DEFENSE: Mustering a capable defensive platoon is one 
of Coach Casanova’s most perplexing problems. In all proba- 
bility many of the squad will play both ways. This holds par- 
ticularly true in the backfield where Brethauer and Lyman 
move from offensive end to defensive halfback and Shaw plays 
safety as well as offensive quarterback. The shortage of line- 
backers is also critical with all of last year’s regulars missing. 


ENDS (Fair): Four lettermen and two sophomores are ex- 
pected to do the bulk of the work at end. Offensively, Monte 
Brethauer, one of the PCC’s best for the past two seasons, and 
Ron Lyman, a converted fullback with fine potential, are the 
mainstays. Emery Barnes and Wayne Johnson, the other two 
lettermen, can work both ways but will concentrate on defense. 
Non-lettermen Ben Johnson and Jim Jones will be reserves. 


TACKLES (Fair): The top four tackles formerly played 
elsewhere in the line. Hal Reeve, Don Hedgepeth and Len 
Berrie were ends and Chuck Laird was a center. The quartet 
may get considerable help from a transfer, Lou Ankney (Santa 
Rosa JC), and two non-lettermen sophomores, Paul Jackson 


and Pat O’Brien. 


GUARDS (Weak): Only Emmett Williams is back from 
last year. A promising sophomore ex-tackle, Jack Patera, moved 
into the lineup during the spring and may be hard to move. 
Lettermen Ken Sweitzer, and ex-end, and Bob Wilcox should 
help. The reserve strength lies in Lew Deiderich, a letterman, 
Chuck Greenley, a sophomore, and a transfer, Jim Jacques of 
Monterey Junior College. 

CENTER (Weak): Dick Stoutt, a letterman defensive end in 
1951, moved into the middle of the line during spring practice 
and learned his new job well. His principal help will come from 
Ron Pheister, a sophomore up from the junior varsity, and John 
Adams, who played with the Ducklings three years ago. 

QUARTERBACKS (Strong): Hal Dunham, a veteran of 
two years in this key spot, should have his best season in 1952. 
Last season in the PCC with 89 completions and acounted for 
918 yards. Sophomore George Shaw, who had a brilliant fresh- 
man season, both effensively and defensively, will be the top 
reserve and may also do considerable work at left half. Barney 
Holland, up from the unbeaten junior varsity, is the reserve. 

LEFT HALFBACKS (Fair): Ted Anderson, a junior who 
spent spring practice competing as a quarter-miler, is the man 
to beat for the regular’s job. His chief competition will come 
from Lloyd Powell, a sophomore out of the six-man laegues, and 
another yearling, Merritt Barber. 

RIGHT HALFBACKS (Good): Two sophomores, Tom 
Elliott and Farrell Albright will push Don Sloan and Tom 
Lyon, the lettermen here, hard off their work in spring prac- 
tice. Elliott is back after two years in the Marines and Albright 
spent last season with the junior varsity. Another soph, Man- 
ning Barber (Merritt’s twin), may also be a strong contender. 

FULLBACK (Good): Tom Novikoff, the two-time junior 
college all-American who had his first PCC season all but 
wrecked by injuries, will be the key man in the running at- 
tack. Dean Van Leuven, a rugged sophomore with promise, 
should get his share of work laong with Cece Hodges, a letter- 
man handyman who can play either at fullback or halfback.

Watch These Webfoots 
Hal Dunham 
MONTE BRETHAUER, LE 6-1 172 Sr. Portland 


Monte Brethauer, the wiry pass catching genius from Port- 
land, appears headed for another great season in 1952. He has 
been among the top five receivers in the PCC for the past two 
seasons and certainly must be considered one of the best targets 
in the league. The slim veteran does not have particularly great 
speed and obviously, at 172 pounds, is lighter than the average 
collegiate wingman. However, he has done a fine job of master- 
ing the tricks of faking his way clear of defenders and this 
knack of deception has more than compensated for his lack 
of size and speed. Brethauer was almost an unknown as a fresh- 
man and it took him most of his first season to get a spot on 
the first team. He was just another end when he reported for 
varsity competition, but it wasn’t long until he had worked his 
way into the starting lineup and before the 1950 season was over 
he had caught 33 passes for 279 yards and third place in the 
final PCC standings. He set a new one-season Oregon record 
as a sophomore and also posted a one-game record total of 
seven receptions. Last season he caught 27 passes for 292 
yards and his total of 60 for two seasons is also an all-time 
Webfoot mark. Coach Len Casanova considers Brethauer one 
of the finest offensive ends in the league and is counting 
heavily on him to make the Oregon passing game a success. 
Brethauer is majoring in Physical Education and plans a coach- 
ing career after graduation, He is married.

HAL DUNHAM, QB 6-1 178 Sr. Walla Walla, Wash. 


Hal Dunham, a two-year veteran of the PCC grid wars, is 
the key man in the 1952 Oregon football plans. Oregon’s 
coaches think he could easily be one of the best in the league 
and his performance at the tag end of the 1952 season and dur- 
ing spring practice certainly bears out these opinions. Dunham 
wound up last year with 89 completions good for 918 yards. 
This performance ranked him second in the PCC and among 
the top 20 in the country. Also, his efforts resulted in the smash- 
ing of many of the records posted by Norm Van Brocklin 
during the 1948 season. Dunham started his career at Oregon 
rather slowly and it was the tag end of the 1950 season before 
he did much more than fill in as a reserve. He appeared in only 


-seven games and had a chance to complete but 36 of 78 at- 


temps. Last fall he opened the year as the regular and steadily 
improved as the season moved along. Dunham throws both 
short and long passes with equal ability and in addition has 
become a fine ball handler. His passing this season should be 
even more effective with the apparent improvement of the 
Oregon receivers. Dunham is majoring in Physical Education. 


GEORGE SHAW, QB 6-0 176 Soph. - Portland 


One of the finest rookie backs in the country. A year ago 
George Shaw reported to the Ducks fresh from a four-sport 
prep career at Grant high of Portland and promptly earned 
a place as a regular on defense and ably acted as the top re- 
placement for Hal Dunham at quarterback. He had a fine first 
season in collegiate football, breaking Oregon, PCC and the 
NCAA interceptior records by capturing 13 opposition passes, 
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completing 34 of 82 passes for 412 yards, and winning the 
first team safety man’s position on the all-coast team. Perhaps 
his most spectacular performance of the season came against 
the California Bears at Berkeley. He passed for one touch- 
down, set up another with an aerial to the one-yard line and 
then scored a third on a 71-yard pass play fromf Hal Dunham. 
All of this on only five offensive plays (one the other two plays 
he missed a pass attempt and failed to catch the second pass 
thrown to him). In addition he played the entire defensive game 
and intercepted one pass to tie the old NCAA mark. Shaw, 
in addition to playing both quarterback and halfback in foot- 
ball, is rated as a brilliant outfielder in baseball, was a standout 
basketball guard and the city high school sprint champion. He 
is the fourth member of his family to be active in collegiate ath- 
leites (Jack, Portland U; Tom, Stanford; Jerry, Oregon). 
Shaw is a Loberal Arts major.

The Administration 


Leo Harris, athletic director, came to Oregon in 1947 and 
is a veteran of both administration and coaching in the athletic 
field. He was graduated from Stanford University in 1927, 
where he earned three letters as a tackle, and then turned to 
coaching. His Fresno high football team won the San Joaquin 
Valley title in 1931, and his basketball squad captured the 
valley championship in 1931 and 1932. He moved to Fresno 
State College in 1932, and won the Far West Conference foot- 
ball title in 1934 and 1935. Harris then turned to administra- 
tvie work, serving first as principal of Fresno high and then as 
Carmel school superintendent until he joined the Ducks. He 
was also a Pacific Coast Conference football official for ten 
years. During his administration the athletic department has 
made its most successful progress in history. Hayward and Howe 
Fields have been vastly improved; McArthur Court has been 
expanded; the training and dressing rooms have been among 
the best in the country; and Oregon teams in all sports have 
had their first intersectional competition in history. He is 
married and has one daughter and one son. 

Howard Lemons, athletic business manager, joined in hte ath- 
letic department staff in 1948, after his graduation in econ- 
omics from the University. Originally from John Day, Lem- 
ons’ college education was interrupted by a 42-month tour of 
duty with the army intelligence service. Upon discharge in 1946 
he joined the Moore-McCormick Steamship Company in San 
Francisco, and after a year there returnde to Oregon to finish 
his education. He is married and the father of a daughter. 

Bob Officer, trainer, rejoined the Oregon athletic staff in 
1951 after an absence of four years in the coaching field. An 
Oregon graduate, Officer served under Colonel William Hay- 
ward from 1931 until 1937 when he was appointed head 
trainer.

Art Litchman, athletic news bureau director, joined the 
Oregon staff in 1946. He attended the University and then 
served as sports editor of the Eugene Daily News before en- 
tering the Army for three and a half years’ service in the pub- 
lic relations and special service sections. He is married and the 
father of a son and daughter.

The University of Oregon was officially organized by an act 
of the state legislature in 1872, but did not begin operations un- 
til 1876. The first campus consisted of one building and the 
student body numbered only 171 with a faculty of five. 


Today the campus spreads over 30 acres and includes more 
than 30 buildings. Many of these buildings are new, built since 
World War II as a part of the expansion program which has 
included a student union, science building, liberal arts expan- 
sion, library addition and other buildings at a cost of nearly 
seven million dollars.
